“A  Satirical  Fantasy”  by  G.  Ott 
Romney  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
features.  The  style  of  this  mildly 
satirical  article  is  of  such  a nature  to 
suggest  an  illusion  of  authenticity  that 
adds  greatly  to  its  effectiveness. 

“The  Inner  Glory  of  Timpanogos** 
by  George  H.  Hansen  is  especially 
appropriate  for  this  issue  which  is 
centered  around  the  general  theme  of 
Indian  life.  The  same  is  true  of  Carl- 
ton Culmsee’s  poem,  "The  Three 
‘Songs  of  White  Cloud.” 

Ivins,  Peterson  Phylosophize 

"Hurdles  in  Religion”  by  Elmer 
Peterson,  and  “Strange  Customs”  by 
H.  Grant  Ivans  are  articles  of  a more 
philosophical  nature  that  leads  • the 
"reader  beyond  the  prosaic  outward 
appearances  of  life  in  a questioning 
search  of  more  subtle  realities.  Lorna 
Jensen  has  caught  something  of  the 
atmosphere  of  sixteenth-century  Eng- 
land in  a personal  sketch  called,  "A 
Midsummer  Night’s  Reality.” 

M.  Wilford  Poulson  contributes  an 
interesting  review  of  an  old  scientific 
article.  "An  Interesting  Old  Volume” 
h'  of  paricular  interest  here  because 
of  certain  pertinent  remarks  related  to 
the  old  scientific  concept  of  some  of 
the  principles  embodied  in  the  “Mor- 
mon” Word  of  Wisdom.

Dr.  Cottam  Traces 
Photography  Growth 
In  Graphic  Lecture 

Color  Photography  Still  Unsuc- 
cessful For  Common  Use, 
Says  Lecturer 

Tracing  the  history  of  photograph^ 
from  its  earliest  beginnings  in  1840, 
Dr.  Walter  Cottam  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture  on  photography  at  four-thirty, 
Wednesday  in  room  390  E.  This 
was  one  of  series  of  lectures  which 
are  being  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Chemical  society  of  this  university. 

“Color  photopraphy^  which  has  been 
in  existence  for  fifteen  years,  is  stiii 
unsuccessful  for  common  use,”  said 
Mr.  Cottam. 

He  explained  how  the  plant  itself 
was  a photographic  machine.  He  dis- 
cussed light  and  chemical  reactions, 
development  of  negatives,  fixation, 
printing,  and  toning.  ^11  these  sub- 
jects were  treated  in  a way  which 
showed  their  relation  to  photography.

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WHAT’S  BECOME  OF  THE  INTER,  SOCIAL  UNIT 
COUNCIL? 


When  the  social  unit  system  was  first  initiated  two  years  ago 
the  initiators  and  officials  thereof  worked  systematically  and  with 
apparently  unflagging  interest  to  make  the  venture  a working  pos- 
sibility. Students  already  inclined  toward  social  groupings  were 
encouraged  to  unitize’  and  others  not  so  inclined  were  gently 
prodded  into  socialization  with  the  aid  of  public  opinion  and  the 
Inter-Social-Unit  council.  In  those  ‘good  old  days’  one  could  see 
notice  of  a council  meeting  at  two  week  intervals  on  the  bulletin 
board  and  in  the  columns  of  the  Y NEWS.  Small  fines  were  im- 
posed on  members  lax  in  their  attendance  of  the  student  social  unit 
committee. 

The  apparently  unflagging  interest  has,  however,  become 
lethargic  in  the  nth  degree.  Who  has  ever  heard  of  a social  unit 
council  meeting?  Who  has  heard  of  the  fate  of  such  units  as 
Curiata,  Les  Chevaliers,  Lima  Psi,  Alegrias,  La  Onaclea,  Escalente, 
Agricultura,  Kappelle  Orj)heum  and  other  similar,  or  who  has 
heard  of  a like  number  taking  their  place? 

i’erhaps  the  system  has  changed.  Perhaps  there  is  no  place 
now  for  the  social  unit  council  and  the  other  executive  organiza- 
tions of  the  system.  Perhaps,  the  system  as  it  was  begun  was 
pronounced  a failure  and  the  present  ‘Laissez  Faire’  method  sub- 
stituted. 

Who  knows? 

The  system  that  only  half  works  cannot  but  reflect  discredit 
on  the  administration  of  it  when  experience  has  taught  that  is  will 
work. 

Might  not  the  Inter  Social  Unit  committee,  which  should  be 
composed  of  the  student  body  president,  the  A.  W.  S.  president, 
the  class  presidents,  a woman  representative  from  each  class,  and 
from  the  faculty  the  chairman  of  the  social  committee,  chairman 
of  the  attendance  and  scholarship  committee,  the  registrar  and  the 
dean  of  women — might  they  not — meet?

Vital  Issues  on  Docket 
Financial  programs  of  the  schools, 
eligibility  rules,  possibilities  of  adopt- 
ing the  North  Central  Association 
rules,  relationship  of  the  coach  to  the 
faculty,  student  excursions,  the  Mon- 
tana schedule,  institutional  control  of 
finances,  and  the  recruiting  and  sub- 
sidizing of  athletes  will  be  discussed 
in  speech  and  through  round-table 
cross  fire  at  the  two-day  meetings. 

Representatives  of  the  schools  hope 
to  settle  at  the  meeting  many  6f  the 
loosely  defined  policies  regarding 
athletics  that  have  heretofore  caused 
a good  deal  of  friction  between 
schools  in  the  Conference.
